I treirt I have noe achieved a fully oonfldeotlal channel to ooa- 
munioate with you, even thouRh aa I fully rea^ae) the concept of 
an organlaed polltloal conaplrapy for the aas^natlona of John F. 
Kennedy) Martin Luther King) and Robert F. Kennedy le yet too 
Incredible for belief. 1 refuaed to entertain aueh a poaaibllity 
until the third assasalnatlao with a coneioo nodua aperandl farced 
Be to undertake the penetrating study referred to above. 

1 wish to provide you in this letter a very confidential analysis 
ef polltloal probabilities ozm month before the national elections. 
You will then be In posltlcsi to judge froei future eventa the 
sagacity) or lack of it) of ay raeaniDendatioBs for your actions 
to prepare to achieve the Presldenoy on January 20, 1969 if the 
fallowing poaaibllity projections for the elaotlono on Noveid^er 
5th prove out. Since ay projection of the Cuban xleailes crisis 
two years and eight months bsfare the fsot proved out, I feel it 
Is my duty to project even a possibility If the eaploltatlen of 
the opportunity Is oapible ef changing ay country's proopecta of 
doadnatlon by the pUltary-lndustrlal-csaplez for yet anotbar 
presidential term. 

1 respect your deolalon to support tha RapvbUoan ticket at all 
levels Including that of the I^eldoncy and Vice Presldenoy. The 
lladtatlon of your si^ort-i^ only a minority of iitepublloan voters 
as of tha Rspublican convention dletatee that course of action. 
However, let me point out that your Obligation under party dlsclp.< 
line ceases the aonent the electl<st returns Indicate that no single 
presldentisl noolneo has secured a majority of the elect oral votes, 
lour obllgstlm then will be to your oountry and to the najorlty ef 
the total electorate that will demand a oontinuation of the new 
politico rarvolution begun by John F. Xennedy# Martin Luther King 
and Robert F. Kennedy. Iwur own new pelitlos philosophy Is closer 
to tholro than to that of Hlxoo-Agnsw* Betweon now and Hoveabor 
5th you may desire to establish your Imago as an aoeeptdblo 
Repuhlloaa>Demooratlc coalition noodnee of the Electoral College 
or of the House of Representatives. 

Before 1 eaqplaln this, pensit me to q^~dato my probability projec- 
tions ef June 6 th and thereafter as a result of tbs eesasalnstlon 
of Rebert F. Kennedy. I then projected that the vote for Qeorge 
Wallace would bo 205 to 255 of the popular vote. Since polls then 
Indicated only 85, this projection was right on the nose. Current 

polls indloat^ ^ ^ total national vote with a 


pluralit/ in 8«v«ral Southarn statas. Thiat of douraa* did not Just 
h^pan but waa plannad, organlsad and finanoad* juat as tha Agnea 
ri|^ wing catKlidaoy aaa plannad, organiaad and finanead at the axpenae 
of you and your fellawara. 

I hereby tighten up my original astlBata, projecting tha natioial pop- 
ular Tota for tha Wallaca-L^tay ticket to be 2lii to 2$%, Thia incraaaaa 
tha probability that neither of the aajor party ticketa aill aohlava a 
■ajority of the Electoral Collage with ita ahara of tha remaining 75% 
or 76% reflected in atate-by-atate electoral rotea. Indeed^ the poaa- 
ibility of the Kizon-Agnea ticket ticket achieving an electoral vote 
majority ia greatly reduced if the 1|6 eleotora from New Toric eaat their 
▼otea for Nelaon Rockefeller in fear of a Wallaoe-Bia;«) deal to eatab- 
liah an electoral vote majority. 

The original projection of Wallace 'a finiahing voter atrength and atrai- 
egy waa achieved by predicting the right wing "lew and order" aaphaaia 
of Nlzon 8trategy» the Southern right wing auoceaa in iaqpoaing a right 
wing vice-preeidentlal noBilnee» the military-ladustrial-politleal cooplax 
money and atrategy behind Wallace, and the planned Impact of Cooplax 
aecret support for ultra left wing diaorder vpon the white baek-laah 
vote. 

1 correotly foresaw in the "Aasaaainationa" atta^ that the asaaaaina- 
tiooa of Martin Luther King and Rcbert Kennedy, if indeed they were 
the result of a militazy-induatrial-politioal coaplex conspiracy, 
would be followed up by election-related ultra left wing violence and 
black revolutiooiat terroriBm. These pradiotiona of the study were 
borne oxzt at Chicago and Cleveland respectively. It has beooaie obvious 
that the Cooplax objective waa a provdced white baok-laah vote in 
STJpport of both the Wallace and the Nixon nominees. There need be no 
inference here that Nixon himaelf paz^icipated in auoh strategy to see 
him as the prisoner of thia strategy. Tour own final drive to stop 
Nixon on the first ballot made him a prisoner of the Thumond-Agnew 
strategy of buying the vice presidency with first ballot votes. 

So far, so good for the projections. However, I erred in projecting 
that the frustration of the followers of Robert f. Kennedy and Eugene 
McCarthy might result in the formation of a substantial fourth party 
for the 1968 election. I did net, however, err in predicting that 
the military-industrlal-politloal oo^;>lex would Infiltrate and aecretly 
control the fourth party. It was because I felt that a fourth party 
substantial vote potential could be snatched from tbs imminent control 
of the Coeplex by a strong "new politics" national union ticket that I 
made the proposal of Septeiber 5th to you. Nationally known vote- 
getting noadneea would dominate the New Party machinery rather than 
vice veraa. 

Tour good judgment in s\g)porting the Republican ticket eaebinad with 
the good judgment of Damocrats who supported Eugene McCarthy and the 
late Robert P. Kennedy and established a New Democratic Coalition 
within the Democratic Party has frustrated the Complex objective of 
neutralising a large bloc of votes by oontrolf,^^ Party. 
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Hjr 8Tqp«rflcl«l axamlJMtlon otf the leadership of the Hew Party In 
Haahington State was positive with regard to the potential for secret 
CoBg)lex oontrol. lirs. Siegel, the only Itow Party leader outside of 
the national leader Harous Raskin mentioned In the Wall Street 
Journal article of August 30, 1966, referred to in ^y first letter 
to you, is Chairman of the Hew Party in Washington State. 

Inrestlgatlon established that lIrs. Siegel, idio lives in the well-to- 
do nelgUiox^ood of Bellevue near Seattle, opened ig> a New Party office 
in the central (negro) district of Seattle and an eiq>loy!iient agenoy 
in the downtown area at approzlBataly the same time. I telephoned her 
employment office when she was out of town at the New Party convention 
in Chicago. It Is Interesting that all these New Party leaders from 
all over the United States were in Chicago before, during and after 
the riots that shocked the nation, but were predicted in "Assasalnaticaa*. 

Mrs. Siegel's tape recorded voice came cm the line referring callers 
to three other phone nuabers, one of which was another personnel agenoy 
and a second which turned out to be the switchboard of the Lookheed 
cospamy's shipbuilding division in Seattle. The Vice Chairman of 
the Hew Party In Washington State turned out to be the personnel direc- 
tor of Lookheed who wes receiving calls for the New Party in the 
absence of Mrs. Siegel^ 

Of course, this relationship betwssn Urs. Siegel and the Lockheed 
ooepanyf the nation's largest defense contractor with current ocmtracta 
of over $10 billion annually, makas It very easy for Lockheed to pay 
organising coats of the New Party in Washington State diaguised as 
eog>l oyer -paid esploymant faes on naw aployees. 

probability analysis of "eneoy intentions and oapabilltiea”, based 
upon the theory of a ainlster Coaiplax oonepiraoy behind the aasaasin- 
atlone of anti-war political leaders, therefore, has been emaalngly 
accurate with regard to the "ensiqy'' and Ineoourato only with regard 
to the enemy's ompkbllity of influenolng the actions of tbs "friendlies". 
The "friendlies” or Bdpporters of the "new polities" in both tbs older 
parties have successfully rejected the tenptlng but dlsastreua policy 
of bolting their parties. This dleeetroue course would have served 
only Conplax objectives. Z underestimated "frlMtdliea" reeistanoe to 
the Complex trmp.

There is now little dohbt of Co^lex strategy for the election of 
the President this year. H. L. Hunt* ultra right wing independent 
oil billionaire of Oallast Texas* la, now supporting both the Nixon-Agnsw 
and the Wallace<-Lollagr tickets with a^le caBg>aign funds. If investi- 
gation were made* it la vexy probable that this same and other Coiqplex 
sources provided strategy and caapaign funds to insure that ^Iro 
Agnew and Strom Thunaond made you their "patay" threat to Nixon that 
forced a right wing vice presidential candidate tg>cn the Repid>liean 
Pmrty. 

There ia an <dd anying that a wise man may be fooled once but only 
e fool ia f oolad twica by tha sama stratagam. The pro>war racist 
aoutharn clique of the Hapublican Party oparatlng through Strom 
Thiixvofid made you thair patsy threat and used Spiro Agnew. Then 
Nixon made you the prisoner of party regularity. Party regularity* 
h o wev e r* is a rsatralnt only upon honorable men. Dishonorable men 
inoludi^ those of the Conplez have no use for party regularity as 
they have been providing oaepaign funds for both auijor pertiea at 
least since 19iiO. 

Now you* the liberal wing of the Rapublioan Party* and the entire 
American alectorate are soon to beoome the "patay" of a small group 
of aoutharn defense contractors and oil oo^paniea. You and your 
family nama* associated as it ia with the oil industry, will thus 
be a patsy of this evil Coag»lex strategy for the second time. The 
American alectorate has bean the patay of their oa^aign funds 
strstegy ainos 19lifi. This la how the Complex is taking absolutely 
no obanoaa of losing control of pro^war polioioa ia foreign affairs 
and pro "law and ardor" raoial ropreaalon polioioa for the next four 
years.

pradiotad that tha alactlon would be raaolved In the Eleotoral 
College rather than In the Houae of aaps^eentatlvea If no party* a 
noednee wina a aiajority of electoral votea. Again he waa right. 

Originally In oolonlal dagra it waa nacaaaaiy for eleotora of tho new 
govamnaot to enjoy dlaoration in voting for Praaident and Vloe Prea~ 
ident. Laek of caBminloationa nada it ijqpoaaible for tha rank and 
file votara to know or evaluate tba nonlnaea at a reaBota oity where 
the balloting of tha ELaetoral College took place* Ccmaaquantlyf even 
today* baeauae of thia oonatltutional precedent eatabliablng tho clear 
right of eleotora to exerciee dlaoration* they will not be bound to 
tha noBilnaea they are pledged to on the ballot this Nov«adber 5th. 

Consequently* Wallace eleotora can vota for IQjcan and will if their 
Electoral Collage votes are noceasasry for IHjian to win <»i tha first 
ballot. Isn't this precisely tha strategan that fooled you and 
milliona of your "naw politioa" follosera whan the Agnaw-ThorBond 
o<xi8plraoy won tba Republican naslnatioa for Nixon on the first ballot? 
Tha price tha Wallace eleotora will exact will be paid by the liberal 
wing of tha Republican Party and tha Amarlean electorate ae a whole. 

Nixon can afford to take an independent etanee agalnat Wallace pdblloly 
baeauae any leal made with Wallace involving CoapIex>de8lred policy 
for Wellaoe electoral votes can be dleavowad publicly even if Wallace 'a 
electoral votea provide Kixon'a eleotoral aajorlty* Nixon's 
agipellaticQ of "tricky Dick” wee earned* not inherited froM the days 
of the "old Nixon"*

the oil industry* but net with politiaal oorrwptioa* way be dragged 
through the nud of post<-electiaa Investigaticna. 

Why? Becauae H. L. Bunt and oil coopanlea o«noontratad in tha South 
have alreedy oontrlbuted such largo amounts of oaapalgn funds to both 
the Wallace-LeNay and tha Nlxon-Agnew caapalgna that this will ba 
impossible to omoeal in the inevitable poat-eleotion Inqueet into 
idiat happened to the Anarloan electorate's eholee* Just as Hubert 
Husphray has bean unable to shake the image of IBJ* you may bo un> 
able to ahaka a poat-lnveatigatlon image of tho oil ooapanies. Tour 
undiluted influenoe ea a firm supportar of the new politioa within 
the Rapid)lloen Party la ao important to the future of our country 
that this should be prevented at all costa.

Thaae facta are inexplicable unleaa there exiata a 
workittg **iaodu8 vlvendi” between the Coaplex and Coanuniat China 
ai^ported by the CIA. Both tho defenae oontraetora and Cowmunlat 
China have a oowmon veated Intoreet in aaauring the continued flow 
of inerlcan doUara to South Tietnan. 

Governor Rockefeller* you have Indiaputable proof* at leaat* that 
I have confidence in oqt own evaluatlona and projoetiona. I ahould 
fear to write you thia letter laplicatlng an oil billionaire* 
varioua oil ecnpanies and huge defenae oontraetora* aa well aa 
the Central Intelligence Agency* if I believed your fawily'a oil 
fortune nade you a part of thin aordid and evil oonaplraey. Uy life 
wouldn't be worth a Kennedy half dollari 

Uy evaluation and projection plaoea you in the poaition of an 
unknowixig and unwilling "pat ay" for the evil political oonapiraciaa 
of the Cooplex iddoh needa the aupport of all the Republican party, 
lour eppoaitim to Ooldvater in 19^ and hia extreM war policiea 
which were aii>8equently adopted by LBJ waa not a poUtioal error 
although you felt Ita repercuaalona at Uiawi. Tour day will cone 
but only in your role aa the executive leader of an independent 
new politica strategy. Wlnaton dfaurcldll 'a policy waa a adnorlty 
policy both in hia party and in his country as a whole until the 
oountxy faced a orisis and needed an executive leader with the 
right policy. Legislative laadera cannot asauwa thia role however 
right their pelieiea because the country dewands an executive in 
tiae of crisis, fiowever* yon can oMke allianoea with legislative 
leaders of either political party sAio oepport the right policy. 
Indeed* you cannot becoao a national leader 
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B«for« 79U jeopardize your ladependeat political poaition which is 
potentially your most valuable political stock* please observe the 
dilenaa of Ca^lex ci^tive Xyndon B. Johnson, lyndotn B* Johnson 
had no part in the conspiracy to assassinate John F. Kennedy, ZBJ 
has not been vise at tioes* but he is certainly not stt^id. in 
assassin's bullet in Texas brought a Texas Tloe-President to the 
President. If UBJ had been the typo of coxiaoienoeless man that 
could have participated in such a conspiracy* Texas would have been 
the last place in the world that the fireaident would have been exe- 
cuted. 

However* if you can graj^ credibility of such a nonatrous conspiracy 

at all— and 1 must as a result of ay studies in dapth— you must 

assusie the existence of consclencelesa oonapiretore that wanted to 

make lyndon B, Johnson a captive— at least sufficiently to prevent 

the exposure of such a monstrous oonsplrscy. Bxeoutlon in Texas 

was s master stroke of conspiracy because no President fren Texas could have 

a iffarren Beport of possible c(xi8piracy and face the 196U election* 

whatever the faota.

Oovemor Rookefellar* there ia one politioal code phrase that has 
come to maan Identification with the paaoe foroas in either of the 
major political parties. It is "inve^igation of ths CIA". To 
sophisticated eara and even* more and mare* to unaophlstloated 
ears it means not only a recognition of tha GIA rde in siAiverting 
Congraaa' foreign polloy sad its role as provooateur as in the 
Tonkin Qulf and PuAlo inoidenta but it means investigation of the 
Indications of conspiracy behind the assaesinstlone of the two moat 
effective opponents of the war in Vietnam* Robert F. Kennedy and 
Martin Luther King.

Tha purpose of this letter » therefore, is to lei this issue work 
on yonr conaoleneo. Should you decide to adopt a position inde- 
pendent of that of Nixon baforo alaotlona la view of the poaslbili^ 
of the Electoral College making an indepandant choioa of Praaldant 
and Vice President tbia year, your deolsion oould be made known by 
your raleing the issue of "inveetigatlon of the CIA". Of course, 
no one ie demanding conviction of tha CIA la the newspapers, so 
any political leadar ia axpaoted to raserva deoieion on what to do 
until after investlgatlMt astsbliahea tha facte. 

Ky position on what will be revaalad by a thorough invastigation 
la stated in the action paragraph of agr letter of August Ih, 1966 
addressed to Senator J. WlUims fulbright, Chairman, Comittee on 
pCTelgn Ralatiooe, a copy of which you have in your poesessiont 

"It ia ay firm prediction that when the Foreign Helatloos 
Committees get to the bottom ef the CIA's conig)irsoy to 
usurp Congress ' foreign policy authority they will also 
have solved the conspiracies behind the continuing aasese- 
inationa of the induetrial state." 

A ooamittee investigatam (not the Foreign Aelatlons CoBalttee) 
is eomlog to Washington State Ikhia week to interview the imreati- 
gator who epont 18 months ia South Vietnam and who was prqpeaitionad 
to assaeainate Hobart' F« Kennedy a year before tha killing.

Bvaqphrej haa reached the loeeat point in the public opinion poUa 
etMl «iU gain pointa froB nee until election. Hoeever^ unlike Truaan 
in 19U8» he ia not likely to gain enough loat ground to achieve the 
Prealdency on Noveaber 5th in the Electoral College or in the Hooae. 

On the other hand, there noe exiata a atrong poaaibility that hia 
late declaration of lndq>endenee in favor of a halt to the boobing 
of lorth Vietnao oay be auffioient to deqy Hixon a Bajority of eleotor- 
al votea, eapecially if a aajorlty of the electoral votea of Nee 
York electora are oaat for Helaon Rockefeller. Either of theee 
evwitualltiea ahould be prepared for. 

A third eventuality oight be a apontaneoua draft of a national union 
ticket by votera eriting in the naoea of Rockefeller for Preaident 
and keCarttay for Vice Preaident. Ihile thia oay take no electoral 
votea it Bight iid}ue the ticket eith ao nuch eharlama that the 
Electoral College or the Houae and Senate could not Ignore the deaMuad 
for national union. 

An ultra right wing nove to put Wallace electoral votea in Mlxon*a 
oolunn ahould be countered by a atrategy to eecnre New lark electora* 
votea for Rockefeller* Thia aove ahould be atrengthened by a HeCarthy 
effort to aecure Huophrey electoral votea for McCarthy la atatea 
where the Hu^hrey electoral ticket woo. 

While a caapalgn for the votea of the Electoral College or the Houae 
and Senate nay now appear to be fantaotio, it ahould be noted that 
Wallace nay get 255 of the popular vote Juat by projecting auoh a 
poaaibility that will sake hia votea count. 

The laportaat point to reaenber ia that the winner of auoh on un> 
precedented Electoral College oonteat nuot have the quality of

The Kennedy brotbera are proof that "charlaBa" ia not neceaaarlly to 
be denied a wealthy autn.

The prerequlaltea for "charlama" ahoold be achieved « however « In your 
p\&Ue relatlona before Moveaiber 5»th If you are to exploit a portentlally 
poaalble "double baok«lash" of public opinion that laay develop 
before or aoon after the election and the potential coiqproBtlae of 
the top nonlneea feared. The prlnolpal fear nay be that a Nixon or 
fiUBphrey chdoe of the Electoral College oey lack "the o^>aolty to 
govern" in the face of wldeapread diailluaioiMnt oauaad by a 
draeatio shift of public opinion ianediately before or after the 
election. 

Siuh dleiUuaioxBaent nay co&e fron a belated reellaation of the 
narrowneee of the popular baae of the potentially winning ticket or 
a coBgjrGotiee of principle involved. Under these drcunatanoes, leader^ 
ship to achieve national union will aohleve an ui^reoedented reveraal 
of popular opinion, especially laolatlng those relying upon the 
"Isw and order" issue for their popular base. 

The public relatione poeltlone recommended for achieving the "oharlsna" 
of leaderehlp of the "new polities" before November S»th aret 

1. A public position si;g)portlng the oontlnuenoe of the new 
politioe "revolution" initiated by J<dui F, Kennedy, Martin 
Luther King and Robert f . Kennedy. 

2. A public position endorsing an investigation of possible 
uaurpatlon of Congreea' prerogative to establish foreign 
polloy by the Central Intalligenoe Agency. 

3* A public view of elem at the ei^ereion of the MmrLoan 
electoral process by large oaspaign contributions fron 
dafenee-oriented industry. 

It is sy predlotlon that the uiq>recedented euxprisea of the 1966 
presidential oaiqjaiga season ere not yet over. Sven if Mixon and 
Agnew were elected end routinely Inaugurated on January 20th th«y 
would soon face a "cqjaoity to govern" oriaie of prepertions mioh 
graver than that of UJ. Like l£J'a edatlttlatration it is hardly 
likely it will be able to be reelected or neae its successor if, 
indeed, it is elected in 1966. 

Ccmsequently, I atrragly urge you to give earnest considsrstlon to 
i^lonenting the Above prerequisites for your draft by the ELeotoral 
Congress or by the House of SepreBsntatlves as the President of 
natlcnel union that maj ba urgently needed by the oouatiy to resolve 
e deadlock end govern effeotively during the next four or eight yeere.
